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Printery celebrates Simcoe Day

Monday, Simcoe Day in Ontario, was celebrated at the MacKenzie Printery and Newspaper Museum in Queenston, 
which houses the oldest press in Canada. Tour guide Heather Murphy demonstrating how it works to Felicia, 

Daniel and Maureen DiPietro from New Jersey. The English Common Press, built in the 1760s, was purchased by 
Sir John Graves Simcoe in 1791. With it he brought printer Louis Roy from Quebec to print the Upper Canada 
Gazette, a four-page monthly newspaper. Although the press is in working order, it is for display only to preserve 
it. The museum has a similar press from the same era that provides hands-on experience for visitors.

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NOTL fire chief out for blood 


Fire department 
is hosting blood 
donor clinic in 
Virgil Tuesday

Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
fire chief is out for blood. 

Canadian Blood 
Services is partnering 
with emergency service 
personnel across Niagara 
with the Sirens for Life 
campaign, in an effort to 
increase donations and 
blood supplies at a time 
of year when it is often 
most needed, and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Fire 
Chief Alex Burbidge wants 
bragging rights. 

A regular donor him¬ 
self, the fire chief has seen 
first-hand the need for 
blood, as have many local 
volunteer firefighters. He 
doesn’t hesitate to roll up 
his sleeve as often as he 
can, a habit he developed 
in his 20s when in train¬ 
ing with the RCMP in 
Regina. 

Giving blood has 
changed dramatically 
since then, he said. 

Although for safety 
reasons, there are more 
forms to be filled out. 


more questions to be 
answered before donat¬ 
ing, the actual process is 
quicker and much more 
relaxed than it was when 
he first donated more 
than 30 years ago. 

Instead of lying on 
uncomfortable plastic 
cots side-by-side total 
strangers in large rooms 
bustling with people, 
today's blood donors 
relax on plush recliners, 
feet up. At the permanent 
clinics, there are TVs to 
watch. And of course, 
when you’re done, there’s 
tea, coffee, juice and 
cookies to enjoy before 
heading back to your busy 

Giving blood has 
become a time to unwind, 
de-stress, take it easy 
while doing something 
important that can safe 
the lives of many people. 

When the Sirens for 
Life challenge was 
launched in June, the 
NOTL Are chief personal¬ 
ly challenged Inspector 
Chris Cincio of Niagara 
Falls, and both gave at the 
kick-off at the Optimist 
Club in Niagara Falls, 
making it the 50th dona¬ 
tion for Burbidge and the 
first for Cincio. 

If you’ve never given 
blood before, this is an 
opportunity to find out 
how easy it is, says 


Burbidge. 

And if you’re a regular 
donor, it’s a chance to 
give in your own commu¬ 
nity. 

He and NOTL firefight¬ 
ers are asking us to help 
make this Niagara cam¬ 
paign as successful as 
possible, by donating 
blood in support of their 
participation in the cam¬ 
paign. 

A blood donor clinic 
will be held Aug. 13 at the 
Virgil Firehall, from 3 p.m. 
to 7 p.m., the first in NOTL 
for many years. 

But you can give blood 
for this campaign at any 
location, including the St. 
Catharines permanent 
clinic on Ontario St. Just 
ask, when you make your 
appointment, that your 
donation be credited to 
the NOTL fire depart¬ 
ment, or you can choose 
the Niagara Regional 
Police or any of the emer¬ 
gency services in the 
Region, says Burbidge— 
tell them it’s for the Sirens 
for Life campaign, and 
use the code 
NIAG014146.

St. Vincent de Paul 
Peach Festival co-ordina¬ 
tor Maryann Larrivee is 
thankful the Chamber is 
helping to promote the 
church event along with 
their two-day celebration, 
and expects it will increase 
their attendance rather 
than detracting from it. 

The church will offer 
fun for all, including a 
kids corner with face 
painting, balloon animals, 
reptiles, a clown and 
crafts; a barbecue with 
hot dogs and hamburgers;

snapped behind her house, 
one of them coming down 
on a temporary shed and 
destroying it, narrowly 
missing her deck and gaze¬ 
bo. 

“Everyone on 

Shakespeare whose prop¬ 
erty borders this property 
is scared,” she said. 

It took two weeks, but 
last Thursday, a crew 
showed up at her home 
and cut down all the 
branches threatening her- 


home and backyard. 

“They looked like log¬ 
gers, 100 feet up in the air," 
she said. 

“They did an awesome 
Job. It's wonderful. Now I 
don’t have to be afraid in 
my own home any more." 

She’s been told she will 
likely be reimbursed the 
cost of the shed. 

She still worries, though, 
about her neighbours, who 
are in the same situation 
she was. 


"I’m very pleased, but 
I'd like to see them come 
back and finish the job for 
my neighbours as well.” 

Kathleen Guillot, a 
spokesperson from the 
DND, returned a call Friday 
made by the Advance a 
week ago to say the trees 
had been trimmed and her 
department is looking for a 
company to contract to 
trim the rest of the trees 
behind Shakespeare Ave.

Similarly, if an appeal comes 
from a friend or neighbour, that 
could be a reason to stay out of 
the decision, he said, “but I 
think it would be an asset to 
have people on the committee 
who know what the expecta¬ 
tions are, what is considered 
normal practice. I think they 
would want the highest stan¬ 
dards maintained. I’m not a 
lawyer, but in my experience 
dealing with similar organiza¬ 
tions, that would be perceived 
as a benefit, not a conflict." 

The licensing bylaw sets up a 
list of standards and policies 
that must be met, such as con¬ 
forming to bylaws that deal with 
property standards, clean yards, 
fences, pools, noise and nui¬ 
sance, and regulations under 
the Ontario Fire Code, with 
fines for violations. 

But other complaints could 
come up, said Zalepa, and over 
time, he would expect boundar¬ 
ies to be set regarding what is 
considered acceptable, with 
some interpretation necessary, 
making it seem all the more

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Former school property cleaned up 


Victoria St. 
residents still 
have an eyesore 
for a view

When Barrie Mathews 
moved to Niagara-on-the- 
Lake almost 10 years ago, 
St. Vincent de Paul School 
across the street from him 
had been closed, and the 
entire block bordered by 
John St., Anne, Gate and 
Victoria was an empty 
field surrounding a vacant 
building. 

The weeds in the field 
were kept mowed, but the 


school became derelict 
and a hang-out for kids at 
night, he said. 

Then the school was 
tom down, and the block 
didn’t look too bad from 
his Victoria St. home. 

But in the last couple of 
years it has deteriorated, 
with no move toward con¬ 
struction, says Mathews. 

The plan for a seniors 
residence has been 
changed, and the current 
approved site plan is bet¬ 
ter than what was origi¬ 
nally proposed as far as 

cerned—there will be a 
four-storey apartment 
building in the centre of 
the block, surrounded by 
20 single family homes to 
present a streetscape that 
is more in keeping with 
the neighbourhood. 


Although there still 
could be changes to the 
proposal, there shouldn’t 
be any significant differ¬ 
ences that would be of 
concern to the neighbours, 
says town planning direc¬ 
tor John Henricks. 

And those who are get¬ 
ting impatient to see the 
end to a mountain of dirt 
and a field of weeds should 
be reassured to hear the 
developer is anxious to 
begin marketing his proj¬ 
ect and could begin con¬ 
struction as early as this 
fall. 

In the meantime, as a 
result of a complaint by 
Mathews to the planning 
director early last month, 
who then met with the 
developer, some progress 
has been made to clean up 
the field. 


“He’s done a reason¬ 
able Job,” said Mathews. 

The town also got into 
the act and cut the grass 
on the road allowance, he 

But the mountain of 
dirt remains, and will for a 
while. 

It’s top soil that has 
been scraped off the field 
and will be replaced as 
construction is underway, 
said Henricks. Although 
some weeds are necessary 
to keep down the drifting 
of dirt, he said he could 
see if the pile of soil could 
be cleaned up a little. 

Mathews also expressed 
concern about the condi¬ 
tion of Victoria, Anne, and 
Gate Streets around the 
site, with narrowed lanes 
and potholes.

When musician Randy Stonehill was

Stonehill, a singer and songwriter 
considered one of the pioneers of con¬ 
temporary Christian music, is a member 
of the Gospel Music Hall of Fame and a 
Grammy-award nominee. 

Mills says Stonehill was the musician 
he and others in their teens in the 1970s 
who were discovering “Jesus music” 
looked to for inspiration, and he has 
been a huge fan ever since. 

"His music was influential in our 
spiritual development I listen to all 
genres of music, but he is still one of my 
favourites, as a singer, songwriter and 
poet. He's still writing music today that's 
just as relevant as it was then. He’s 61, 
and when he performs, just him and an 
acoustic guitar, he leaves nothing on the 
stage. When he was here in June, I 
watched people in the audience, and 
they were grinning ear to ear” 

Stonehill recently wrote a song hon¬ 
ouring Billy Graham, says Mills. When 
Graham’s daughter heard the song, she 
told him it captured her father's life, and 
asked Stonehill ifhewouldvisit Graham’s 
cabin in South Carolina and share it. 

The visit took place recently and

“There's also a large 
trophy that is given, along 
with bragging rights. 
Players made it known 
last year that they’re real¬ 
ly good croquet players. 
There’s a lot of excitement 
to dethrone last year’s 
winners." 

Many who attend have 
never played croquet 
before. Participants don’t 
have to be experienced. 
Members of the NOTL 
Croquet Club will be on 
hand to teach the new¬ 


comers. 

Having croquet as the 
sport of choice for the 
fundraiser is what makes 
the event so unique, says 
O'Connor. Anyone over 
the age of 10 is able to 
participate. 

He said the challenge 
of croquet is team strate¬ 
gy as well as passing the 
wickets. 

“Our wickets are pretty 
tight, so it’s challenging 
to get them through.” 

O’Connor said the 
ideal number of players is 
between 80 and 100, 
which allows every player 


to be engaged. 

Most of the money is 
raised through sponsor¬ 
ship, however, there is a 
$25 fee for each player to 
enter. O’Connor encour¬ 
ages people to wear white, 
but to have fun with it. 

“Awards will be given 
out for the best dressed. 
In the past we’ve had 
lackie O and Lady Gaga 
join us to play some cro¬ 
quet,” laughed O’Connor. 

The trophy that is won 
by the top team is the 
Michael DelBen Memorial 
Trophy. 

“It’s a prestige trophy. 


Last year’s winners took it 
for a tour of Old Town 
with them,” he said. 

“This event is such a 
unique and relaxing way 
for the community and 
corporate groups to come 
together on a Sunday 
afternoon and help raise 
funds for a great cause,” 
said Steffanie Bjorgan, 
executive director of Red 
Roof Retreat, which offers 
day programs and respite 
care for special needs 
children and young 
adults.

For 40 years the 
Youngstown Yacht Club, 
located on the Niagara 
River directly across from 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Yacht Club has hosted the 
bi-national Level Racing 
Regatta event. 

The last of this three- 
day celebration from July 
26 to 28, brought in more 
than 200 crafts, from Lake 
Ontario as far away as 
Kingston, and from the US 
states of New York, 
Michigan, Illinois and 
Indiana were represent¬ 
ed.

A regatta is truly a beau¬ 
tiful sight to watch. Unlike 
other sporting events, 
which are based on the 
power of an individual 
animal, athlete or teams 
or the stealth of a racing 
vehicle, sailing a boat in a 
regatta is a combination of 
many things—a sound 
boat, a skipper who knows 
her, the wind, and the 
water, and a loyal team of 
a tactician, a helmsman 
and crew members, all 
relying on each other’s 
skill, agility and bravery. 

They compete in sev¬ 
eral races against other 
boats identical to theirs in 
size and weight. What will 
set them apart and declare 
one of them a winner in 
their own level is their 
strategy, tactics, dedica¬ 
tion and love of sailing 
above all else.
